Section 2. - SELECTION OF CONSERVATION. PRACTICES, RATES OF PAYMENT,

(a) Conservation Practice Payments,- The payment earned in ‘carrying out 
practices with conservation materials or services shall be credited to the” 
producer to whom the materials-or services are furnished. Peyment for prac- 
tices performed with conservation materials and servicés shall hévc priority 
over payment for other practices. The payment earned-in carrying out other 
practices shall be paid to the producer who carried’ out the practices. If’ 
more than one producer contributed to the carrying out-of such practices, the 
payment shall be~divided in the proportion that the ‘county committee determines 
the ‘producers-contributed to the carrying out of thé practiees;.

_ program in accordance with the provisions of this bulletin and such modifications 
as hereafter may be made. 


Section 1.- DISTRIBUTION AND CONTROL OF FUNDS 


(a) Control of Funds.- The State committee will establish a limit on expen- 


| ditures for each county. Community committeemen and the farmer will plan the 

| practices needed for each farm. Tho farm plans thus completed will be reviewed 

_ by county and community committees. After due consideration has been given to 

the conservation needs on each farm and the availability of materials, labor, and

Section %.- DIVISION OF PAYMENTS 


(a) Conservation Practice Payments.- The payment earned in carrying out 
practices with conservation materials or services shall be credited to the producer 
4o whom the materials or services are furnished. Payment for practices performed 
with conservation mterials and services shall have priority over payment for 
other practices. The payment earned in carrying out other practices shall be paid 
to the producer who carried out the practices. If more than one producer contri- 

buted to the carrying out of such practices, the payment shall be divided in the 
proportion that the county committee determines the producers contributed to the 
“carrying out of the practices. In making this determination, the county committee 
shall take into consideration the value of the labor, equipment, or material 
contributed by assuming that each contributed equally unless it is established

. (b) Death, Incompetency, or Disappearance of Producer.- In case of the

4 (c) Farms.- Farms means all adjacent or nearby farm or rangeland under the 
same ownership which is operated by one person, including also:

(2) Producer means any person who as landlord, tenant, or share- 
cropper, participates in the operation of a farme

(a) Individuals, Partnerships, and a a total of all sane rissa 
in connection with the 1947 program to any individual, partnership, or estate 
with respect to farms and ranching units in the State shall not exceed $10, O00.
